All pending claims are set forth below. No amendments have been made. 


1 . (Unchanged) In a computer system having a system bus and having arbitration 
circuitry, multiple master devices including a system microprocessor, and multiple slave devices, 
all coupled to the system bus, a method of reordering system bus transactions, comprising the 
steps of: \ 

receiving and queuing within a particular slave device a plurality of transactions; 
within said arbitration circuitry, arbitrating between pending transactions based on 
arbitration policies includmg an arbitration policy that responses are received 
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
